but this is heightened in Rational Creatures, by a fur- 
ther Confideration ot hereafter, and the Fear of fomething 
fil] behind that’s worfe than Death. Both which fears are 
Conguer'd, at leaft Curb’'d in others, either by a Custom, 
of facing Death, or by a very Pious, or defperately 
Profligate Life. The Nobleft Death, undoubtedly is dy- 
ing for Religion, next that, for ones Countrey, let the 
manner be what it will in either. Th6d we think the 
Nobles. way too, as well as the Eafieff, is at the Afouth 
of 2 Canon, where in che hundredth part of a Minute a 
Man is mounted into Immortality.

The défign and end of a Faf in 
general, is folemnly to Humble our felves before Al- 
migity God, for our Sins, and for that end we abftain 
from Mzat, Drink, and worldly Labour, that.we may 
the beter Vaggre Deo, be at leifure to intend’ our Souls, 
having our Minds and/verted, by any thing in this World 
and rais'd above chem in Meditationand Devetio1. His par- 
ticular Ful, wasitfeems, aday vow'd Holy to God, as a 
perpetual Acknowledgn ent of his Salvation and Deli- 
verance. But what Fajt or what Holjnefs, does he think 
there is in. Jying a Bed, and thereby pampering his Car- 
ka(s and pleafing his Appetite perhaps more than if he 
thou'd eat, as upon other days. Befides that, the old 
Fats were exprefly kepe with’ Watchings, whence the 
Latin word Vigils, and Englith Wakes, co thisday. Let 
him therefore either aleogether leave off this Hypocriti- 
cal Fafting, or elfe for the Puture F aft in earneft, as be- 
comes 1 Chrifiiaa, and’one who has receiv’d fuch -Blef- 
fings from, God :, Keep a true Faft, from Sin, as well 
as Meat and Drink, Examine his Soul, and repent of 
all the: Errors -of hiS-Life-pafs'd:: Be Penisent, and De- 
wut, and Chiritable; and Hunible,\which js the Faff chat 
God has cbofen, and will therefore accept. And thele 
Confiderations may be very. uftiul to any others in che 


fame Circumftances, it being, we doubt, a too coctimon 
thing to fall into fuch a wrerched Formality in any fuch 
flared voluntary Fafts, which makes ‘em better let. atone, 
whereas if confcientioufly oblerv'd, they wou'd be of 


excellent Advantage to a Holy Life.

Anfw. You had done well to have told us, whe- 
ther you mean the beft Man, or the beft Pbilofopber. 
Pythagoras, as far as we know of him at this diftance, 
appears to have been the bef? Moralift of the three, efpe- 
cially if we believe the golten Verfes (like the Orpbazes 
of Orpheus ) to contain his Precepts or Traditions. But 
then for his Philofophy , ‘twas Wbimfical_enough, and 
there feems not to have been much in’t. Plato talks 
very handfomely and magnificently of Divine Things, and 
well deferves that Title, Antiquity has given him. 
But then he’s Magijferial rather than Argumentative, and 
proceeds more upon Tradition, and the Working and 
Improvement of his own Mind, than clofe and fold 
Reafon. Ariftotle appears not to have been over-Aforal, 
nor to have mach troubled himfelf with Divinity ; burt 
yet his Ethicks (as to Theory) are for the moft pare, 
found, and pradlicable. He had a farge Soul, and con'd 
Mafter almoft any thing that he fet himielf about. He 
was Happier than either of the other, in having for his 
Patron the Conqueror of the orld, by whofe Affiftance 
he might eafily make thofe Experiments which others 
were uncapable of, and in effeé did fo, as we find by 
his Book de animalibus ; and befides, we ftill read with 
Admiration his Rhetorick and his Poetry, which fhow 
he was a Perfon of extraordinary depth of Fudgment, 
and deep infight into Mankind, and the Affairs of Life.
